On his snow-shoes strode he forward. 

" Gitche Manito, the Mighty ! " 
Gried he with his face uplifted 
In that bitter hour of anguish,

Give me food for MinnehsJia, 
For my dying Minnehaha ! " 

Through the far-resounding forest, 
Through the forest vast and vacant, 
Rang that cry of desolation.

All day long roved Hiawatha

« Hark i '* she said, " I hear a rushing, 
Hear a roaring and a rushing, 
Hear the Falls of Minnehaha 
GaUing to me from a distance ! " 
** No, my child I " said old Nokomis, 
** *Tis the night- wind in the pine-trees 1 " 
<* Look I '* she said, '* I see my father 
Standing lonely at his doorway, 
Beckoning to me from his wigwam, 
In the land of the Dacotahs ! " 
** No, my child I " said old Nokomis, 
** *TiB the smoke that waves and beckons t " 

" Ah t " she said, " the eyes of Pauguk 
Glare upon me in the darkness ; 
I can feel his icy fingers 
Clasping mine amid the darkness ! 
Hiawatha! Hiawatha!" 

And the desolate Hiawatha, 
Far away amid the forest, 
Miles away among the mountains, 
Heard that sudden cr^ of anguish. 
Heard the voice of Mmnehaha 
Galling to him in the darkness, 
"Hiawatha! Hiawatha!" 

Over snow-fields waste and pathless, 
Under snow-encumbered branches. 
Homeward hurried Hiawatha, 
Empty-handed, heavy-hearted, 
Heard Nokomis moaning, wailing, 
'*Wahonomin! Wahonomin! 
Would that I had perished for you. 
Would that I were dead as you are I 
Wahonomin! Wahonomin!" 
And he rushed into the wigwam, 
Saw the old Nokomis slowly 
Booking to and fro and moaning. 
Saw his lovely Minnehaha 
Lying dead and cold before him ; 
And his bursting heart within him 



Uttered such a. cry of anguish, 

That the forest moaned and shuddered, 

That the very stars in heaven 

Shook and trembled with his anguish. 

Then he sat down, still and speechless, 
On the bed of Minnehaha, 
At the feet of Laughing Water, 
At those willing feet, that never 
More would lightly run to meet him. 
Never more would lightly follow. 

With both hands his &ce he covered. 
Seven long days and nights he sat there. 
As if in a swoon he sat there. 
Speechless, motionless, unconsciouB 
Of the daylight or the darkness. 

Then they buried Minnehaha :

t«re is the same aptness of expression in the phrases, the same 
;aitiility for diatonic melody, the same wealth of resource in the 
vchestration, and an equal measure of the persuasiveness which 
vings OS to think that ttius and thus, and in no other way, are the 
?cet's thoughts best clothed upon with musical beauty. The fact just 
itaied embodies the highest triumph of the composer's means and 
nethods, and is the more remarkable because, apart from harmonies 
«d colours that show the freedom of modem treatment, the melodies 
ffl which the real and true spirit of music always Ilea have the simplicity 
wan older time. About them there is nothing artificial. They never 
wggest that they have been sought after, but rather that they have 
come of themselves. Handel is hardly more natural than Mr. Cole- 
ndge-Taylor in this regard, or his subjects, so to speak, more 
mevitable, though, of course, their treatment by the old master, on the 
«e hand, and the voung aspirant, on the otner. is in the broadest 
risible contrast. I do not in the least degree underrate the value of 
Mr. Taylor's powerful and expressive harmonies or the picturesqueness 
Bhii orchestration, but I contend, all the same, that the secret of his 
Bnsic'i moving force lies in the happy phrases upon which he insists 
*iUi such remarkable iteration. When sorrowful, there are tears in 
(ach one, and with a few notes he can touch the springs of emotion in 
* degree refused to many who labour strenuously and with elaboration

JJzinK. burning," is graphically, but thoroughly legitimately dealt 
»>th alike m the voice parts and the accompaniment. Hiawatha's 
prayer (for baritone solo), " Give your children food, O Father," and 
«« fioal breathing by Minnehaha (soprano soloist) of the name of her 
mb*nd, are so agonising in their poignancy, that it is impossibla to 
wen unmoved.
